The closest prior art of record (US 2001/0054206 Al) alone or in combination with (US 
6,436,153 B2) and/or (US 6,391, 062 Bl) and/or (US 5,744,127) and/or (US 5,316,551) and /or 
(US 4,517,174), does not teach or disclose a process for dyeing with a lighting effect human 
keratin fibers that previously been subjected to a permanent reshaping process and have a tone 
height of less than or equal to 6 wherein the process comprising applying to the fibers an 
effective amount of at least one of fluorescent dye chosen from the compounds of the claimed 
formulae (Fl), (F2) and (F4) in a cosmetically acceptable medium to provide a lightening effect 
on the fibers as claimed. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of human keratin fibers dyeing formulation.
